That is, of fucha fear, that dott happen, even 
when we are ina good Bed and ftir not; The 
true reafon om chis then j iSy that the great E- 
nemy of Human kind, being the Prince, and 
Lover of Darknels, ‘(as the Pfalmij ith) 
walking in the darknefs ( who is then more 
dreadful to us) by being a Spirit, and of a Na- 
ture, more powerful and trong than ours ; 
And that it is fo, there is {carce any one that 
hath not fome time or other Experimented, 
going alone in the Night, that in certain pla- 
ces where very often there is the lefs appre- 
henlion of danger, in an inftant fome fuddain 
fear pofleffeth. And the reafon hereof (in 
our Opinion) may be, that there is fome evil 
Spirit, that we dread, Without fecing of it. 
Even as the Animals, the moft feeble are a- 
fraid when the Lyon approaches, tho they fee 


it not. Yet wewill not deny but the Night 
May augment every fore of fear, becaute of 
the enierprizes a_i furprizes, that may then 


more commodionfly be made upon us ; but 
that other fear, Narural to men, may be very 
frequent,even then when they are ina place of 
the greaceft affurance, as well to the moft 
Couragious,as Timerous ; For in truth we have 
feen very Brave, Generous, and Magnani- 
mous Perlons to be Extreamly afraid of Spi- 
its in the Night time; and have alfo _ 
fuch as have had but a bafe and low Courag 
march on with very much confidence. Uli 
cin Homer) dur not walk alone inthe Night. 
but had Dieniedes for his Companion, the moft 
Val liant next to Achilles of all the Greekes 3 

However, we will yet attribute all forts * 
fe ars, either to the force of the Imagination, 
or to the want of faith ,for both onc and the o- 
ther doth make us appreh rend a Thoufand ter- 
rours ; But he, who placeth his Confidence in 
God, and that dwell (as the Pfalme/t faith)

Lnfw, Cato the Cenfor faid very well, that 
we cannot but expect the hafty Death of Chil- 
dren, ‘that have fo hafty Judgment. And the 
reafon is taken from hence, that *tis a certain 
Argument, that fuch Children have dry Brains 
beyond Meafure, and above the temperament 
of their Age: For the too much moiftnefs 
that is commonly in all Children, doth hinder 
us a Cloud? that their Interior Senfes fhould 
not {eem fo clear and open, nor their Fun&i- 
ons extend themfelves fo far as chofe of Riper 
Age: Andthe unmeafured drynefs that is ex- 
tr aordinary in fome, is the Caufe, that in a 
little Time, the Body drying always more and 
more with Age, the Organs of their Senfes, 
yea, even the whole Body doth diflolve, and 
death follows ; orat leaft, that their Senfes 
are fo illaffeéted, that the Soul cannot wor- 
thily and perfectly exercife its Funétions, no 
more or lefs than an excellent Artift can 
finifh, a chief piece of work with ill Tools, 
or Initrumenis of his Art.

Anfw. We may ordinarily experiment, 
(Notwithitanding Pliny faith to the contra- 
ry) that he doth not Crow every three hours, 
but for his Crowing about Midnight, Divers 
Reafons are given for it. Some hold that the 
Cock is altogether a Solar Creature, and 
therefore the Antients, did Confecrate it to 
Efcalapius, the Son of the Sun:-Who about 
Midnight perceiving the Predominant Planet 
over his Nature, to rife on our’ Horizon, 
Awakes, Rejoyceth,and Sings for Joy. Others 
do attribute it to his venertal detire ; This 
Creature being very Lafcivious: But when 
he hath his Hens about him, he is accu- 
ftomed rather to Sing after than before his 
Treading, therefore this reafon doth feem to 
Us no ways probable. Democritus (as Cicero 
relates), did hold that the Cock, weary of 
fleeping, after he had perfected his Difgefti- 
on (as he hath in him much Natural hear, 
quickly to do it) doth Awake, Brisk, and 
Galliard,cauling his fhrill voice to refound,and 
Ring again. The Great Julius Scaliager would 
refolve nothing on this Queftion, yet we dare 
fay, that there is fome appearance in the firit 
Opinion, but more in the laft of Denzcri- 
tus.
